the same were null and void, and that 
plaintiff had rendered them no service 
and that he was attempting falsely to 
claim for valuable services rendered 
under said contracts, falsely claimed 
to be valid, and using his official char- 
acter for such purpose, thus placing 
the plaintiff before the country as a 
common swindler; and to bring him 
into "public scandal, infamy and 
disgrace." sent about four thousand 
copies of a circular letter to Spalding's 
clients.
